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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that in Johnson if material 29 is 
chosen to have the same coefficient of thermal expansion as the substate 12 and material 28 continues to have a substantially different 
coefficient of thermal expansion from that of the substrate, then the heat spreader cap 22 comprising both materials 28 and 29 would 
have a substantially different coefficient of thermal expansion from that of the substrate 12; and the counter balance function of the heat 
spreader cap would be lost. However, Johson teaches that the heat spreader cap 22 is composed of two different materials 28 and 29. 
As such, materials 28 and 29 can be different. Further, Shishido et al teaches that the structure 30 has the same thermal expansion 
coefficient as substrate 12 would substantially have no warpage in the resulting package (col. 4, lines 10-12). Therefore, with a strong 
motivation provided by Shishido et al, the combination of Johnson and Shishido et al would read on the claimed invention . 
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
